unsatisfactory state of affulrs in 
Europe indefinitely; . 

“From the tonminatfon of haxtilittes 
down of the present time, the Sovict 
Government has ccmsistently follow~ 
eda course which was bound to 
airousa = the resentment of our 
peeple” he declared. .

As a clue to the policy he would 
follow {in London, Mr Marsinll

“The United States believed that 
safeguards must be sct up to ensure: 
that the resources and the industrial 
potential of the Ruhr, particularly 
fn respect of coal and steel, should 
not be left under the exclusive con- 
trol of any future German gfovern- 
ment, but should ‘be used for the 
benelit of the European community 
us 2 whole. + 

“If adequate safeguards were con- 
structed,” Mr Marshall added, “it 
should be possible to proceed to the 
establishment of a provisional cen- 
tral authority in a federated German 
State and to thn final framing of a 
peace set.Jement. 

“We shill carnestly. endeavour at 
the conference Jn London to make 
progress ulofg these lines”.

Built At Heavy Cost 


Begun in 1928, the Maginot Line 
was named for Andre Maginot, 
former Minlster of War. It cost 10 
billion prewar francs, and extended 
for more than 200 miles along the 
FrancosGerman frontier, 

There are 300 major underground 
forts of stecl-reinforeed conercte 12 


miles of trenches and 160 miles of 
anti-tank obstacles, : ons 

Although the line was turned in 
1940 by ‘the German offensive 
through Beltsium none of Its major 
forts was ever taken by frontal as- 
sault, according to Gen, Schwartz. 

A concentrated German offensive 
ugainst the ‘Schoenenbourg fortress 
near Montmedy lasted from June 
16 to July 1, 1940, when its defenders 
surrendered) on orders from the 
‘Armisticg Commission.
